FREE WOOD OF THE MONTH 


The free wood for this month was given 
to me, by member, Pat White of Newmarket, 
Ontario. The wood is shown in actual size and 
has an obverse in blue and the reverse in red. 
It is a twentieth anniversary wood made in 
1988 for the Camp Forces Base Borden which 
is located just south and west of Barmie, 
Ontario. This Forces Base is still a very active 
training base for troops even today. The wood 
is listed in Norm Belsten’s catalogue under 
Ontario 5162-096. Thanks for the donation a 
Pat. 
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I was only a matter of time before the new two dollar coin would be duplicated in 
wood. It's a looney idea but I couldn't resist it. As of the time of this wnting I am not 
aware of anyone else attempting this feat. Not that it's a brilliant achievment but making 
up 300 blanks was a real pain! For the benefit of our American friends who may not yet 
be aware of Canada's new $2 coin, the notable feature of this piece is that it is made up of 
a small "coin" inserted into a hole in the centre of a larger coin. 

In order to simulate this feature in the 
wood shown at nght, it was necessary to 
drill a hole (I chose 5/8" dia.) in the centre of 
each blank. Then a plug of a different shade 
of wood had to be made up and glued into 
the hole. Black walnut was available and 
provided a nice contrast with the maple 
blank. Sounds easy enough, but sometimes 
one’s sanity is marginal when attempting 
such projects. 


During the week preceding St. Patrick's Day 
the wood shown at left was received with 
considerable enthusiasm. For example, each 
of the 42 passengers on a bus tour out of 
Barrie, Ont. en route to an Insh musical show 
in Hamilton received one of these woods. 
Many collectors have already received both 
these woods through meetings at the O.N.A. 
in April, and other trading activities. I made 
ample quantities of both so as to have enough 
bes SEF for trading with other collectors at the 
upcoming C.N.A. show in Montreal in July.
